Trade  Surplus  Falls  -  December’s  U.S. 
agricultural  trade  surplus  was  8  percent 
below  November.  Exports  rose  5 
percent  to  $4.1  billion  and  imports  rose 
6  percent  to  $2.4  billion.  December’s 
surplus  was  2  percent  below  December 

1992.  Calendar  year  1993  ended  with  a 
$17.6  billion  surplus,  4  percent  below 
1992  (table  3). 

Exports  Drop  -  Agricultural  exports  rose 
by  $161  million  above  November.  Fruit 
and  preparations  fell  1 8  percent  to  $1 84 
million  and  vegetable  exports  fell  9  per¬ 
cent  to  $280  million.  Beef  shipments 
declined  13  percent  to  $156  million. 
Poultry  meats  rose  29  percent  to  $130 
million.  Nuts  and  preparations  fell  31 
percent  to  $108  million.  Soybean  meal 
decreased  37  percent  to  $186  million. 
Tobacco  leaf  shipments  were  down  7 
percent  to  $1 29  million. 

Calendar  1993  exports  were  valued  at 
$42.6  billion,  1  percent  less  than  1992. 
Vegetable  and  vegetable  product 
exports  rose  14  percent  to  $3.3  billion  in 

1993.  Fruit  and  preparations  were 
steady  at  $2.3  billion.  Beef  fell  slightly, 
ending  at  $2  billion  and  tobacco  leaf 
plummeted  14  percent  due  to  large 
global  stocks.  Poultry  meat  exports 
continued  to  rise,  ending  at  $1 .1  billion. 
Soybean  meal  fell  to  $1 .1  billion  as 
world  prices  sank. 

Wheat  exports  in  December  edged 
up  to  3.3  million  tons  valued  at  $425 
million.  Egypt  led  for  the  month,  buying 
343,000  tons.  Japan  bought  230,000 
tons  and  the  Former  Soviet  Union  (FSU) 
214,000  tons.  Shipments  during  1993 
totaled  35.6  million  tons,  6  percent 
above  1992.  Value  increased  3  percent 
to  $4.7  billion.  The  FSU  bought  12 
percent  of  U.S.  shipments.  Japan  and 
China  purchased  9  and  7  percent, 
respectively. 

Com  exports  declined  6  percent  to  3.6 
million  tons,  from  November’s  level. 
Japan  increased  purchases  to  1 .5 
million  tons.  Taiwan  bought  677,000 
tons,  followed  by  the  FSU  with  31 5,000 
tons.  Japan,  China,  Taiwan,  and  the 
FSU  were  the  major  buyers  in  1 993. 
Calendar  year  shipments  are  12  percent 
below  last  year  at  4.1  million  tons. 


Soybean  shipments  for  December  were 
2  million  tons,  up  slightly  from 
November.  Japan  purchased  537,000 
tons,  and  the  Netherlands  and  Taiwan 
bought  266,000  and  241 ,000  tons, 
respectively.  Total  1 993  exports 
reached  $4.6  billion,  5  percent  above 
1 992.  Shipments  totaled  1 9.4  million 
tons. 

Grain  sorghum  shipments  for  the  month 
rose  75  percent  to  431 ,000  tons  and 
value  was  $50  million.  Japan  purchas¬ 
ed  21 7,000  tons  and  Mexico  followed 
with  21 2,000.  Exports  in  1 993  totaled  6 
million  tons,  20  percent  below  1992. 
Shipments  were  valued  at  $614  million. 

Cotton  exports  continued  climbing  in 
December  to  124,000  tons.  Shipments 
were  valued  at  $1 64  million,  up  42 
percent  from  November.  Japan,  Korea, 
and  Indonesia  increased  purchases. 
Flowever,  1 993  shipments  were  down 
19  percent  to  1.1  million  tons.  Sales 
were  $1 .5  billion,  24  percent  below  1 992. 

Imports  Up  -  December  agricultural 
imports  totaled  $2.4  billion,  up  16  per¬ 
cent  from  November.  Fresh  or  frozen 
fruits  rose  88  percent  to  $63  million  and 
vegetables  felt  44  percent  to  $1 28 
million  for  the'month.  Coffee  fell  50 
percent  to  $157  million.  Calendar  1993 
agricultural  imports  were  essentially 
unchanged  at  $24.5  billion.  Competitive 
imports  rose  1 7  percent  to  $1.9  billion 
for  the  month  and  noncompetitive 
imports  rose  13  percent  to  $527  million.

Regional  Export  Destinations  in 
1993  -  Asia  was  the  largest  buyer  of 
U.S.  agricultural  products,  accounting 
for  $1 8.1  billion  or  42  percent  of  exports 
by  value.  Western  Europe  ranked 
second,  with  $7.3  billion,  of  which  $6.8 
billion  was  shipped  to  the  EC.  Euro¬ 
pean’s  purchased  1 7  percent  of  U.S. 
exports.  Latin  America  imported  $6.8 
billion  or  16  percent;  of  which  Mexico 
took  over  half.  Canada  imported  U.S. 
agricultural  products  worth  $5.2  billion. 
African  imports  came  to  $2.5  billion. 
Eastern  European  purchased  $431 
million,  1  percent  of  U.S.  exports.
